Conſent of the Owner, cut down, deſtroy, 
break, bark, throw down, burn, take, de- 


face, ſpoil, or carry away Wood, or Springs 
of Wood, or Coppice Wood, and break open, 


throw down, level or deſtroy any Hedges, 
Gates, Poſts, Stiles, Fences, Ditches, Banks 
or Incloſures of {ſuch Woods, Wood- 


ounds, Coppices, Plantations, Timbet-trees, 


Fruit- trees, or other Trees, Thorns or Quick- 


ſets; and being brought before us for the 
Offences aforeſaid, and we having the Truth 


of the ſaid Complaint on Oath, the Perſons 


aforeſaid are lawfully convicted before us for

the ſame; therefore according to the Act of 
Parliament made in the firſt Year of the 
Reign of King George the Firſt : 'Theſe are 
to require you, forthwith to convey the 
ſaid to the Houſe of Correction at 
being in this County, there to be kept three 


Months without Bail or Mainprize ; or where 
there is no Houſe of Correction, then to ſuch 


Priſon as is appointed for other Criminals for 
four Months, and once a Week, during the 
Confinement, they are to be publickly 
whip'd in the next Market-Town, on a Mar- 
ket-Day, between the Hours of Eleven and 
Two; and before they ſhall be diſcharged, 
they ſhall give good Security for their good 
Behaviour for two Years. 


This may be executed by two Juſtices, or 
Juſtices in open Seſſions, which is beſt. 
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
